This Statement of Substance of Interview is submitted in response to the Examiner's Interview 
Summary, dated 04/09/2007. On 03/14/2007 Applicant's Attorney Edward Meisarosh had a telephone 
conversation with the Examiner, and on 03/15/2007 Mr. Meisarosh had telephone conversations with the 
Examiner and with Supervisor David Vincent. As summarized in the Examiner's Interview Summary, 
Mr. Meisarosh proposed some of the language in the Examiner's Amendment in response to the 
suggestion to remove the "adapted to" language in the claims. However, Mr. Meisarosh does not recall 
saying that "he would rather invoke 112 6th paragraph," as stated in the Examiner's Interview Summary. 
If section 1 12 paragraph 6, or its language, was brought up by Mr. Meisarosh in the course of the 
conversations, then it would have been brought up for exemplary purpose only. There was no intention to 
invoke section 1 12 paragraph 6, and Applicant neither admits nor believes that section 1 12 paragraph 6 
applies to any of the claims. 
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
